Seattle, W ash., Jan. 11.—Fifty-two 
lives were lost by the sinking of the 
steam er Clallam, 
from 
Victoria 
to 
Seattle, during a heavy storm, near 
Port Townsend In the strait of Fuca 
The Clallam was the regular dally 
packet between Victoria and Seattle 
and was m aking fairly good progress 
across the strait until off the entrance 
to Victoria. 
Then a terrific cross son 
began to batter the ship. 
Little fear 
was fe.lt, however, until word came 
from below that the vessel was leak­ 
ing. 
The waves 
had broken in a 
“dead light" and a great volume of 
w ater was pouring into the hold 
Every woman and child aboard the 
Clallam perished. 
W ithin three miles 
of shore, and at a time when it ap 
reared certain the Clallam had been 
lost, a desperate effort was made ro 
save the women and children in the 
lifeboats 
They were placed in the 
first boat to leave the ship, which 
Captain Lawrence, a Yukon pilot, vol­ 
unteered to command, and which was 
manned by deckhands. 
The frail craft went down within 
ight of the Clallam, and a second 
lifeboat filled with male passengers 
and in command of Second Officer 
Currin was lost a few minutes later. 
More passengers and m em bers of 
the crew were lost when a third life­ 
boat was swamped in an attem pt to 
launch It. 
Not a hand could be raised 
o aid its occupants. 
In the meantime word had come 
from Victoria of the vessel's predica 
ment, and a fleet of powerful tugs die 
patched from here to render assist 
ance. 
The Richard Holyoke was the 
first to reach the Clallam, which had 
careened partly over from the inrush 
of water, which had put the engines 
out of commission. 
The Holyoke got 
a line aboard and was towing the Clal 
lam to safety, when she took a heavy 
lirrch 
and 
thosa remaining aboard 
were compelled to climb up the side 
to safety» finally reaching the roof of 
the pilot bouse. 
The tug’s boffts were lowered and 
the work of rescue commenced. 
At 
this point the tug Sea Lton arrived 
and her men rendered valuable as 
sletance. 
Before all the struggling 
people had been taken off the Clallam 
commenced to break up and soon af 
terward went down. 
The sinking of the Clallam fulfills 
the prediction of the superstitious see 
men along the North Pacific coast 
When she was launched at Tacoma 
last April the bottle of champagne by 
mischance was not broken, but slid 
down the side and was engulfed In the 
bay. 
Old seamen at once formed 
dislike to the vessel and predicted 
that disaster would overtake the ves 
sel within a year.
